Our next sale will be in 
late May or early June. If you wish to include some nice 
duplicate books please send them in the next few weeks. 

I am glad you are happy with your acquisitions, especially 
the Bordley. I did not think you would get it. Bidding 
started at 375 (I had mail bids of 250, 275 & 350). The sale 
was an exciting one and I am not positive who bid you up on 
the floor but it was probably the gentleman from Louisville. 
Actually, I would have taken a chance and gone a few bids 
higher for you since I knew you really wanted it.

Perhaps you could charge a couple of bucks for the total 
assembly, or give it free to those who obtained a new member.
